Soviet Attack 


We know now, as we have 
known for years, that Europe is a 
ripe peach for Soviet picking if 
they should launch a full-blown 
invasion. 

For a long time there was nét 
in Europe any will to fight. There 
was the reverse of it. There 
-existed a vast and deep-seated 
aversion to war and to any who 
wished it. It was a soul sickness 
in which the flame of man’s 
natural spirit has about flickered 
out. The people of Europe were 
willing to endure anything short 
of war. They were not interested 
in fighting for. or against, any- 
one or any thing. 


As time passed and the ruined 
cities began the work of recon- 
struction: as food became more 
plentiful, as life blood flowed 
once more in the all-but-empty 
veins of Europe’s economic sys- 
tem, the spirit of man improved. 

It was this growing back to 
life and spirit which enabled 
Western Germany to. survive, 
for the Schuman plan to pool 
steel and coal to be considered, 
for the alliance to take on mean- 
ing. 


New Weapons 
All this is reflected in a new 
mood in our own country. It ex- 
plains why all our best military 
and diplomatic minds have so 
urged the Congress 
to continue arms aid to Europe.

These conclusions are voiced in| 
reports just made covering the 
major plans and policies adopted 
at the recent Brussels Geiating of 
the International Confederation’s 
Executive Board. Published ver- 
sions of the meeting were scanty. 

One report was received here 
Monday from George Meany, Sec- 
retary-Treasurer of the American 
Federation of Labor. Another was 
made verbally to Philip Murray, 
President of the Congress of In- 
dustrial Organizations, by Michael 
Ross. Both Meany and Ross at- 
tended the Brussels meeting. 


Perhaps the foremost item on 
the agenda at the Brussels meet- 
ing was what to do in the Far East 
to combat the Cominform’s influ- 


ence. 

In line with its policy’ to meet 
this problem “head-on,” the Con- 
federation formed a committee t- 
go to the Far East at once. The 
committee will confer with trade 
unionists in Pakistan, India and 
the Far East. 

The tour of the Far East and 
Southeast Asia is one of the first 
of many activities planned by the 
international confederation to 
spread the message of free trade 
unionism in those areas. 

If the mission to Asia proves 
successful the ICFTU probably 
will follow it up by calling an 
Asia regional conference to set up 
a regional organization for trade 
unions in that area. — 

The plan, at present, according 
to the Confederation’s executive 
board, is ultimately to form region- 
al organizations in Europe, Africa, 
the Middle East and the western 
hemisphere. 

A regional meeting consisting of 
trade union centers from the west- 
ern hemisphere will be held in 
October, either in Puerto Rico or 
Mexico.

But to cover all the iron curtain 
countries as well as Franco Spain, 
the confederation has decided to 
knit itself closely to the free trade 
union center in exile. 


Decisions were taken at Brus- 
sels which will permit opening an 
ICFTU office in New York in July. 
This will expand the confedera- 
tion’s relations with the United 
Nations which have been handled 
up to the present by the AFL and 
CIO separately.

Many technical problems remain 
to be solved.

This “shaped charge” gives a 
vastly greater force against a tank 
and, if certain technical difficul- 
ties can be overcome, it can be 
fired from a recoilless gun, car- 
ried by one or two men. Some of 
the technical difficulties, however, 
are great. 


Apparently the great thing about 
this shell, aside from its remarka- 
ble explosive power, is that it 
does not depend for its power 
upon the directability of the ex- 
plosion. It can be lowered against 
a tank, and can be fired effective- 
ly out of a small weapon, easy 
and inexpensive to produce in 
quantity. 

Other improved weapons, how- 
ever, are further along. A new 
light tank with an improved 
transmission system—a much more 
agile vehicle than anything used 
extensively in the last war—is 
in the prototype stage. And this 
is apparently so effectively equip- 
ped with automatic firing de- 
vices that the tendency here is not 
to order any great numbers of 
heavy tanks until heavy tanks can 
prove capable of knocking out the 
quicker modern light tanks.

In Public Utilities

Academy for Blind 


It is unfortunate that those who most 
recently have charged improper operation 
of the Georgia Academy for the Blind did 
so in a political broadcast. 


Institutions of this sort ought to be 
above politics. Yet, it has been the mis- 
fortune of the Academy for the Blind to 
be deeply imbedded in political contro- 
versy ever since the present director, a 
political appointee, replaced a career edu- 
cation man. 

Two recent graduates have said, in the 
course of a campaign broadcast in behalf 
of a candidate for Governor, that the 
Academy has been turned “over io the 
politicians.” That is a pretty vague charge 
and could be expected in a political year 
concerning any State institution unfortu- 
nate enough to have become involved in 
factional politics. They also said, how- 
ever, that mail is censored and small chil- 
dren whipped and frightened into obedi- 
ence by horror stories. Those charges most 
certainly ought to be looked into. 

George Whitman, Jr., Chairman of the 
State Board of Education, has issued a 
blanket denial of the charges, but so far 
has not indicated publicly he has any plans 
for an immediate investigation. We think 
the public is entitled to know the facts and 
fail to see that the impending Democratic 
primary has anything to do with postpon- 
ing such an investigation. 

Aside from the charges of the two grad- 
uates, there have been numefous reports 
in past months that all is not well at the 
Academy. 

The controversy over the Academy is 
an inevitable result of politics entering 
its operations. That ought to serve as a 
warning to the Governor, Mr. Whitman 
and others. 

Meanwhile, let’s have the investigation.

The sudden furor for antiair-rifle legislation 
stems from a series of unfortunate incidents 
wherein children were injured by weapons of this 
type in the hands of an irresponsible few. These 
accidents are deplored by all real gun lovers, 
who practice safe, sane measures in their shoot- 
ing. 

From antiair-rifle legislation it is only a step 
—an inevitable step—to antifirearms legisla- 
tion. Such a law would make it a crime for an 
honest citizen to own a rifle, a shotgun or a pis- 
tok even for the protection of his home. The man 
who shoots a housebreaker could be prosecuted 
for illegal possession of firearms. 

Instruction and ‘supervision, not prohibition, 
is the answer to the danger of air rifles in the 
hands of boys.

As 
for Democrats, for example, the defeat of 
Sen. Claude Pepper in Florida, which was 
taken as quite a blew to Fair Dealism, is 
matched by the victory in California of Rep. 
Helen Gahagan Douglas, also a staunch 
New Dealer and Fair Dealer, against whom 
a similar sort of campaign was made. 


Also, Sen. Lister Hill, of Alabama, listed 
among Southern supporters of the Truman ad- 
ministration generally—except for the civil rights 
program and one or two other matters—came 
through handily. without the serious challenge 
he has had before and, in the same primary 
and a subsequent run-off, control of the State 
Democratic organization was wrested from the 
Dixiecrats who captured it two years ago. Like- 
wise, Sen. Frank Graham, of North Carolina, 
&@ progressive Democrat, came out ahead in his 
State, though now facing a run-off with Law- 
yer Willis Smith, of the strict Southern con- 
servative tradition. 


As for Republicans, Sen. Wayne Morse, who 
is in the progressive wing of the party, easily 
won renomination against conservative Repub- 
lican opposition, while Gov. James H. Duff, who 
is much more conservative than Sen. Morse, 
yet forward-looking, overwhelmed the machine

of the octogenarian Joseph R. Grundy, who has 
been identified always with the GOP Old Guard, 
to win the Republican Senatorial nomination. 


On the other hand, Republican conservatives 
who are counting upon the issue of McCarthy- 
ism to help them were encouraged by the tri- 
umph in Iowa of Sen. Bourke B. Hickenlooper, 
who, it may be recalled, went crusading some 
months ago against David Lilienthal, long iden- 
tified with New Dealism and then head of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, and recently has 
been backing Sen. Joe McCarthy, Republican, 
Wisconsin, in his Communism-in-Government 
campaign. 


Republicans are making much of the over- 
whelming vote cast in the Iowa Republican pri- 
mary, 252,000, as compared with only 100,000 
votes approximately for six candidates in the 
Democratic Party. Yet two years ago, two Re- 
publican candidates for the Senatorial nomina- 
tion in Iowa’s primary got a combined total 
of 290,000 votes compared with only 65,000 cast 
for Guy Gillette, previously in the Senate, and 
another candidate for the Democratic Senato- 
rial nomination—but Mr. Gillette won by 163,- 
000 in the election when over a million votes 
were cast, while President Truman carried the 
State by only 28,000. Of themselves, these re- 
sults may tell little or nothing about this No- 
vember.

A Snake Farm Without Snakes 


WASHINGTON—It is my privilege to present today the sworn evidence of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation on the subject of snakes. Specifically,

piece of a couple of weeks ago about Sam Evans, the rattlesnake maestro of 
Colfax, Cal., applying repeatedly to the RFC for a $20,000 loan to build a mod- 


4 ern new home for his pets. 


The Government finally gave him the money, but 


argued so long about the way the snake headquarters should be built that by the time it was 
ready all the rattlers were dead. Sam automatically went out of business and we taxpayers 
became the proprietors of a snake farm. Without snakes. 


“Just what do you propose to do with this 
sneke farm?” demanded Sen. J. William Ful- 
bright, Democrat, Arkansas, one of the RFC’s 
severest critics. 


“We hope to dispose of it,” replied Chauncey 
Y, Dodds, chief of the RFC loan section. 


“But you just said you made this loan in 
the public interest,” insibted the Senator. 
“Aren't you going te operate it?” 

“No, sir,” replied the elderly and digni- 
fied-looking Dodds. 


“But if it serves an economic purpose I 
should think you would,” Sen. Fulbright con- 
tinued. “Just what appeals to you gentlemen 
about a snake farm as justifying a loan of pub- 
lie funds?” 


The assembled chieftains of the RFC stared 
at each other. Harvey Gunderson, one of its 
directors, went harumpf and volunteered: 


“Well, it is a small business. And the law 
gays we should help small businesses.” 


“It is easy to talk about general principles,” 
Sen. Fulbright persisted. “But here is a snake 
farm. You lent $20,000 to the owner of it. I’m 
eurious to know how your minds work.” 


Dodds said for one thing this enterprise had 
an unfortunate name, snake farm. 

“But it was a snake farm,” the Senator 
snapped. 

“It is true that Mr. Evans exhibited snakes,” 
Dodds replied. “But he operated a restaurant 


in connection with it. Why isn’t he as eligible 
for a loan as the restaurant man who does not 
exhibit snakes?” 


Gunderson said the corporation did not ex- 
actly encourage restaurants with snakes in con- 
nection, but that there was no rule against such 
enterprises. He said this snake business was 
something like making a loan to a restaurant 
that also operated a bar. The RFC does not 
loan money to saloons, but there is a fine line 
sometimes between what is a bar and what is a 
lunchroom. 


“Well, I think the public interest in snakes 
is remote,” Sen. Fulbright said. 


“He had snakes,. but he ran a restaurant,” 
Gunderson replied. 


So the whole shebang went bankrupt 
about the time the new building was fin- 
ished. This, according to Evans, was because 
the Government’s inspectors kept changing 
their minds on exactly how an apartment 
house for snakes should be built. He bom- 
barded everyone in Government, from Presi- 
dent Truman on down, with protests over 
the way the RFC had treated his snakes. 


“Poor Mr. Evans,” commented Sen. Fulbright. 
“He just about worried you to death. And you 
gave him the loan, but you did him no favor, 
Now the RFC has all his property and he’s 
probably going on relief.” 


More later about snakes as Government assets.

cent and even to 96 per cent, the more stubbornly my skepticism insisted that

fivefold. The voice of my late friend, W. C. Fields, came croaking back from Valhalla, where he 
sat in a T-shirt, with a crownless straw hat cocked over his alcoholic orbs and his strawberry 
nose: “Never give a sucker an even break.” Capt. Dan Gilbert, the chief of the police detail at the 


State's Attorney's office, had. just supervised, 
he said, the total demolition of 300 one-armed 
bandits condemned by his superior, Mr. Boyle, 
in a gruesome rite on the grounds of the Bride- 
well. 


Even the brand-new slots in Mr. Jen- 
nings’ factory, innocent as babies save the 
original sin that all one-armed bandits are 
born with, were under a portent. They were 
indubitably one-armed bandits and there- 
fore illicit of themselves. But Capt. Gilbert, 
who is very likely to become sheriff of 
Cook County next Fall, was giving them mo- 
mentarily the benefit of a legal doubt. Were 
they a gambling device if they had not yet 
been used for gambling? 


If they are illicit on the ground that they 
ean never be used to grind hamburger, mow 
the lawn or do the wash nor for any other pur- 
pose but gambling, then a day may come wnen 
Mr. Gilbert and his brave men must raid the 
Jennings plant, grab the slot machines and 
even the machines used to make the slot ma- 
chines, and put them to destruction in the 


Bridewell yard. 


Mr. Jennings’ plant is more than half a block 
long and four stories high. The assembly line 
runs the length of the building, turns two 
square corners and comes back. The mys- 
terious beauty of the machine with its bewitch- 
ing reels of cherries, bars, plums and lemons 
increases with each operation. No one person 
on the line spends more than seven minutes 
on a machine. They are assembled, they are 
played 5,000 times each by electric power and 
1,000 times each by hand. Then they are en- 
eased in their beautiful hulls and shipped to 
veterans’ clubs, fraternal headquarters, night 
clubs, golf clubs and joints. 


It seemed a little odd that Mr. Jennings 
ghould ask me to believe that he never made 


a machine that paid back less than 80 per cent | 


when none of his abundant literature to the trade 

specified any rate at all. 

was suggested here and there 
nowhere did his brochures say

as well keep 60 or 65 per cent. Mr. Jennings 
said no ordinary tinker could alter the rate 
of pay-back on his machines. That was work 
for an exalted specialist in the factory. Capt. 
Gilbert scoffed. 


Nobody in the rackets was crazy enough to 
settle for four cents on the buck. You could get 
better than half that on government bonds, with- 
out risk or the expense of the federal license and 
the corruption of faithless public ofifcers. He 
knew guys who could change the pay-back in 
a few minutes. You take off the back panel 
and there is a screw there that you turn, Then 
you tighten that little spring and you didn’t 
have to pay back anything if you didn’t want to.

He is an 
old man now, and rich, and loyal to free enter- 
prise and state’s rights.

Some weeks ago, Life magazine ran two pages of color pictures 
on the American snake family and I made mental notes on how to 
tell one kind from another. I brought the pictures along but found 
I didn’t need them when the problem really presented itself. Any- 
one would know a rattlesnake the moment he saw it. These dia- 
mondbacks, anyway. You don’t have to study his markings or look 
at the bulges on his jaws where the venom sacs reside. You just 
look at him and you know he is a rattler. 


Fast and Furious He’s a fast, furious, slithery bundle of 
vicious energy. His manner is cocky,

What the UN Secretary Left Out 


WASHINGTON—This reporter can think of no better way to begin a summary of a long inves- 


tigation in Europe than to put in print what Trygve Lie left out. 


The Secretary General of the 


United Nations made the long journey to Moscow, after all, to find a way to end the cold war. Yet 
the unhappy Lie’s confidential report to the governments in London and Paris, unlike his report 
to the public, was in fact a report of worse than failure. 


To dispose first of what is least essential, 
but was much emphasized by Lie, he was given 
at Moscow a super-special performance of the 
Stalin’s ancient charade as an amiable, peace- 
loving old party. The general idea conveyed 
was that only benevolent Uncle Joe was hold- 
ing in check the fire-eaters of the Politburo. 
It was more than hinted, in fact, that the other 
Soviet leaders would behave in a much more 


violent manner if Stalin were not there to - 


stop them. 


This is a familiar comedy, which the Brit- 
ish leaders, like the American leaders, have 
often seen played before. It meant noth- 
ing during the war and means nothing now. 
It is more significant indeed that Lie found 
Stalin in excellent health. If this is so, we 
cannot even hope for Soviet policy to be 
disrupted or diverted during the next years 
by an internal struggle for succession. 


Second, the men of the Kremlin naturally 
assured Lie that once the Chinese Communists 
had replaced the Nationalists on the UN Secu- 
rity Council, the Soviet Union and her satellites 
would again participate fully in UN affairs. This 
formed the basis of the only concrete recom- 
mendation in Lie’s recent public report, which 
was otherwise a mere plan for a gigantic game 
of “Let’s pretend.” 

Even Lie is not so foolish, however, as to 
have much faith in stopping the cold war by 
wishing it away. He did not spend all his time 
in Moscow listening to Stalin’s protestation of 
benevolence and talking about “making the 
United Nations work.” In fact, he asked Stalin 
and the. other. members of the Politburo he 
Was permitted ah? meet, whether there was any

The reply, it can now be stated authorita- 
tively, was to confront Lie with most of the 
same old demands long ago made familiar by 
Molotov and Vishinsky at many international 
conferences. 

Significantly, particular emphasis was placed 
on the Soviet demands for a German settlement, 
that were last put forward at the Paris confer- 
ence to end the Berlin blockade. The details of 
the demands made at Paris—the establishment 
of a “democratic” (i. e., Communist-controlled) 
government, and so on—need not be set down 
here. It is enough to say that there was just 
one meaning in the Paris demands, and in the 
less precise demands made to Lie. 

The meaning of these demands is that the 
Kremlin will only be satisfied with concessions 
permitting the early capture of Germany by the 
Soviet Union. The capture of Germany, of 
course, would in turn lead to the eventual Rus- 
sian capture of all of Western Europe. In short, 
what the Kremlin insists upon in Europe is 
another infinitely vaster Munich, sure to be fol- 
lowed by infinitely more terrible consequences. 
This fact must be weighed, furthermore, with 
the complementary fact of the Soviet drive for 
Asia. 

This brief, second-hand, but authoritative 
summary of what Lie told the Paris and London 
governments is worth setting down for just one 
reason. As Secretary General of the United 
Nation Lie has, after all, been decidedly sympa- 
thetic to the Soviets. 


He went to Moscow at the height of a 
Kremlin “peace offensive,” with every Com- 
munist party and Communist front in Europe 
bellowing for “peace” day and night. If 
the Kremlin intended to make proposals for 
an honorable and practical world settlement 
to any one at all, Lie should have been 
that man. 


Instead, Soviet imperialism proved to be as 
strong as ever, and piecemeal surrender was 
suggested as the right way for the Western 
World to make peace with Moscow. The UN 
Secretary General, who does not like to put hard 
facts in blunt language, will no doubt dislike 
and may probably deny this description of his 
experience. But if Lie’s statements in Paris 
and London are to be trusted, the bleak truth 
remains. After Lie’s journey, we know, better 
than ever, exactly where we stand.

MEASURING |

First, measure your 
sofa. Start at the top of the back 
side outside and measure to 
where the legs begin. Then 
from the top of the back inside, 
“down and across the seat and 
down the front to where the legs 
start. Next outside of arms to 


legs and inside of arms to seat.) 
about two inches for ' 


Allow 
tucking at back of seat and two 
inches for each seam. If the 
chair has a loose _ cushion, 
measure it, making same allow- 
ances. Next decide what sort of 
petticoat you want — pleated, 
gathered or with kick pleats at 
the corners, and allow for it 
with extra for hem and seam. 
Remember, too, that if you are 
using a large pattern you must 
allow extra yardage in order to 
center motifs in all important 
areas—the back inside, the back 
outside, the seat, the inside and 
ou@ide of arms. An expert up- 
holsterer will even use identical 
motifs on the fronts of arms on 
large pieces, and on the sides of 
the back. If all this seems just 
too difficult, although it isn’t 
really, the shop where you buy 
your fabrics can usually give 
you a pretty good idea of yard- 
age if you bring them the essen- 
tial chair measurements. 

If you plan to use cording, 
welting or fringe in the prin- 
cipal seams (and this always 
Zives a more finished and pro- 
fessional look to a slipcover) 
measure them too. And get a 
long zipper for the back seam 
and another for the loose cush- 
jon if there is one; the back zip- 
per must go from the hem of 
the petticoat to within about six 
inches of the top of the back to 
avoid strain. Sofas and love seats 
@re measured just like chairs, 
allowing for the necessary extra 
breadth to cover them. 


CUTTING 

- Lay the material wrong side 
up against the back of the chair, 
centering the pattern and begin- 
ning at the inside back. Pin it 
firmly in place all along the 
top. Smooth it down the back 
and allow for at least a two-inch 
tuck-in between back and seat. 
Bring it forward over the seat 
(from which you have removed 
the loose cushion if any) and, 
depending on the style of your 
chair, either down the front to 
where the petticoat will join it, 
or just to the frent edge of the 
seat. Allow one inch for a seam 
and cut. Next pin the sides of 
this same section to the back at 
the point where it makes an 
angle with the arms. Stretch it 


- 


‘STEP ONE—After the material has been pinned, wrong : 


side out across the chair back, and fitted in around the 
seat, surplus fabric should be trimmed away. Leave 
about one-half inch for seam allowance. 


smoothly in place and cut off 
surplus, allowing for seam. 


When you come to the sides of 
the seat it is hard to figure the 
two-inch tuck-in. The easiest 
thing to do is to force the fabric 
down between arms and seat 
and then run a blunt pencil 
along the crack. Pull out the 
fabric and you will find it easy 
to cut off surplus, using the pen- 
cil mark as your seam line and 
allowing an extra inch. 

Next, pin the fabric, wrong 
side out, to the outside back, 
matching pattern with the front 
and centering the motif. Pin to 
chair all along top, sides and 
bottom and cut away surplus 
leaving seam allowance. Now 


pin front and back together. Do 
outside arms in same way and 
then the inside arms, using the 


pencil trick to get your seam 
line along the tuck-in. If your 


chair arms are curved, as in 
the pictures, you will have to 
make tiny folds at the front 
edge to make the fabric fit. If 
you have squared-off grms, a 
separate section must be pinned 


in place and cut out. Now pin 
all your seams together closely, 
and remove the pins which held 
fabric to chair. Satisfy yourself 
that all is trim and smooth and 
open up one of the back seams 
so that you can remove the 


— 


STEP TWO—Dart material to 
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make it fit neatly over 


curved arms. Miter front corners of the fabric. 


cover easily. 

If there is a loose cushion, 
cut a cover for it in the same 
way, centering a motif both top 
and bottom so it will look equal- 
ly well no matter which side is 
up. Cut a boxing for the edge 
and pin seams. Open one back 
seam and remove. 


WELTING 


Now yo uare ready to insert 
the trimming in the principal 
seams. Unpin a short distance, 
insert trimming and repin 
closely. Continue until all im- 
portant seams are trimmed. As 
each chair differs it is difficult 
to tell you just which seams 
should be trimmed, but in gen- 
eral there should be welting or 
fringe in the seams that top the 
arms and run down the front; 
all around the sides in the seams 
and top of back and in the seam 
where the petticoat joins the 
cover—also, around the top and 
bottom of the loose cushion. 


When all seams have been 
trimmed, try the cover on the 
chair, wrong side out and make 
any necessary adjustments. 
Next, turn it right side out and 


fit it on again. If everything is 
satisfactory you are’ready for: 


SEWING 

Use the attachment on your 
machine which permits stitch- 
ing close to the welting. You 
can baste the seams if you like, 
but if they are very closely 
pinned, this is not necessary. 
Stitch them all firmly, leaving 
the opening for the zipper and 
stitching the welting to one side 
of this opening. Trim the extra 
material from the seams and put 
the cover back on the chair, 
right side out. Measure for your 
petticoat and cut as many strips 
as you need for the type you 
have selected, allowing for seam 
at top and two-inch hem at bot- 
tom. Join these strips, make 
hem, and gather or box pleat 
the petticoat. If you are having 
kick pleats (inverted box pleats) 
at the corners only, it is better 
not to seam the strips together 
until you have pinned the petti- 
coats on, as you can then center 
motifs on front back and sides, 
and hide the seams in the kick

Last 
of all, insert the zipper in the 
back seam, following directions 
which accompany it. Finish loose 
cushions in the same way. 


Slipcovers for love seats or 
sofas are made in like manner, 
except that before you can start 
pinning and cutting for the in- 
side and outside back you es 
seam enough sections togethe 
to get the necessary width, cen- 
tering motifs and aligning them. 


Material selected for  slip- 
covers should have the follow- 
ing qualities: They should be 
light enough in weight to be 
manageable and easily laun- 
dered, but not so light as to be 
perishable. They should be 
closely woven so that they will 
protect the upholstery beneath 
and not stretch, pull or snag. 
Chintzes, cretonnes, ginghams, 
cotton taffetas, muslins, light- 
weight repps, all are suitable.

Je AUGUSTA—A fine old doctor died. 
here week, leaving his wife a stack of loving testi- 
monial letters, his daughter enough philosophy to guide 
her for a lifetime, his brothers and sisters a reservoir of 
pride and memories, and an unnumbered list of friends 
the gift of a living father, mother or child, instead of an 
aging epitaph in the family burial ground. 

In a way the career of Dr. James Harvey Butler may have 
been the story of many doctors who are called into their profes- 
sions as if by a mystic sign, and who serve it without publicity or 
fanfare, with their whole. souls. 

Dr. Butler had done his share of probing the mysteries of life. 
He had been a leader in the treatment of diseases of the heart, 
and his original techniques: in the treatment of pneumonia and 
tuberculosis had led many young men onward to a fuller under- 
standing of these afflictions. 

Somewhere along the line of his long practice, he had become 
familiar enough with the human body to understand its cycles and 
vagaries and to become a notable internist, and of late, his prac- 
tice had become more and more general, with emphasis on his 
skill as a diagnostician. 

For many years he had taught medicine to the senior class 
of the School ef Medicine at the University of Georgia, the school 
of his deepest affection, and students of his classes say they came 
under his influence when they needed his inspiration most. 

These facts are matters of record. 

The story behind them is far more revealing, fits tex- 
ture the rough, colorful, salty warp of a Southern farm boy 
who was somehow always master of his own fate. 

At 18, Harvey Butler was a strong, fair-minded man, the 
youngest County, Warden in Georgia, operating a firm hand in the 
administration of convict camps in Dooly County, where he had 
grown up on his father’s farm near Lilly. Walter George of 
Vienna had been his lifelong neighbor and his friend. 

Young Butler was, as they say, “uneducated,” but he was 
quick and forthright and honest. From time to time his friends 
recall he had “spells” of wishing to become a doctor, and he 
saved his money carefully, working hard on the land, and holding 
the unruly reins of his job with human recalcitrants. 

Finally, at 25, came the day of choice. Turning down an offer 
of partnership in a planing mill, Butler left the farm and headed 
for Augusta to enter the School of Medicine. ; 

The day after he arrived there, a young Negro man 
showed up on the campus. “Ise gwine to be here from now on, 
Mr. Harvey,” the man said succinctly and put down his itttle 
bundle of clothes. He was a convict, just released, and he 
had found his master. He never left him through lean years 
and rich. He was a chief mourner at the funeral services 
Saturday. 

World War came just as Harvey Butler added a Dr. to his 
name, and he became a Major in the Army Medical Corps, com- 
ing back. to begin practice at an age when other men had al- 
ready built themselves thriving ledgers and renowned reputa- 
tions. 

From the first, his practice had an air of dedication. He 
worked day and night, answering calls anywhere. He prospered 
in reputation and in means. 

Then, .somewhere in his mid-forties, he married Miss Elea- 
nor Keith, supervisor of nurses at the University Hospital, and 
they began a home. 

Symbolic of their capacity, they invited a sister, Anile Butler, 
to come to live with them. She, too, never left. 

There was a daughter, Eleanor, whom they called Bootsie. 
They showered her with rocking horses, stuffed toys, a yardful 
of hunting dogs, a horse or two and every loving kindness a pair 
of parents could provide. ; 

Bootsie learned to fish with her father, to ride with him, to 
climb trees, walk in the woods and to hunt with the dogs that 
obeyed her even as a child. 

With a deep personal loss, her father let her go off to 
Brenau to school, and lest she grow homesick, he sent her 
horse, Major, to college with her. 

Two years ago, relieved at last of the harried demands of 
wartime practice, Dr. Butler suffered a heart attack and hi 
health forced an ever narrowing of his work. His strength was 
misered in every way by his wife, and his sister. 

“If I can just live to see Bo graduate,” he said often, “I will 
be happy.” 

Last Monday night, Bootsie was graduated from Brenau Col- 


lege, and her father was in the audience. He saw her in her cap.

Waistline 


Is the Test 
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Here’s a fast streamliner. It’s 
foolproof because hips can’t 
budge, but since it involves 
twisting, only those with nor- 
mally strong backs should 
SOO “Te. . o.- 

Position: Sit on floor, légs 
straight down and spread as 
wide apart as comfortable— 
arms out at sides at shoulder 
level. 

Movement: Pull snugly up- 
and-in with the middle muscles, 
keeping shoulders relaxed and 
easy. Now twist smack at the 
waistline and whirl around to 
the right to touch fingers of 
left hand to right toes. Back 
to center, pull slim through the 
middle and whirl in the oppo- 
site direction, touching fingers 
of right hand to left toes. Con- 
tinue for 12 rhythmic counts and 
keep the twist centered on that 
middle line. 

Follow with a stretch to slim 
the entire midriff.... 

Position: Sit on floor, legs 
spread wide apart, both arms 
upstretched overhead. 


Movement: Get a firm grip 
on the middle muscles again, 
and hold head between arms 
with hands together, fingers 
touching. Bend forward to the 
right to touch fingers to right 
toes ... Up again and bend to 
the left to touch left toes. This 
gives a thoroughgoing lateral 
stretch. Three to six times, al- 
ternating sides, will be enough 
at first. 

Beginners fall out here—only 
the supple should add another 
SN 3 x 

Position: Sit on floor, legs 
straight down and apart—el- 
bows bent and hands locked be- 
hind head. 

Movement: Pull up firmly 
with the middle muscles, twist 
at the waist to the left, and bend 
sidewards to touch right elbow 
to right knee. Keep elbows 
straight out ... make the waist- 
line muscles g-i-v-e. Back to 
position, pull slim through mid- 
dle and twist in the other direc- 
tion, bending to touch left elbow 
to left knee. Don’t overdo—four 
to six times will be ample.

trial installations and for irreplaceable archives, we should also be 
preparing to protect the nucleus of the brains and genius which 


have made our country great.” 


According to Dill, the caverns could accommodate thousands of 
persons for an indefinite period.

which concludes the group’s for- 
mal activities until Fall.
